The outstanding rejections are withdrawn for the reasons of record in the 
outstanding reply dated 9/5/2008. 

A search of the prior art failed to uncover an further reference that teaches or 
suggests the instant invention. See US 5187136, which requires an optically active 
ligand and thus fails to teach or suggest a catalyst whose active component consists of 
rhenium or rhenium and one further element listed in the claims, see MPEP 21 1 1 .03 
"[t]he transitional phrase "consisting of excludes any element, step, or ingredient not 
specified in the claim").
